iEROGEDURE

randomlAy dlsitrd^buted^ to ^59^ Iowa State lUriiversi^ty situdents duiving winter 
quar^ter ^teg4:Sitraiti:on and: earJ^ In winter quarter ^by an intramura^lf*'s iOrganiza;tipn 
=Ehys real EHucaition ctoss. The Intramurals class dividled up 'the campus on^ 
=th^ basis of Ifiving accomoda^tloris and dls^trlbiited; Xhe ques:tiorinalre;s=. 
The quesitlonnatoes V7ere caPI/ec ted^by the class and^ ^returned^by al/ass 
members.. The results v;ere competed: by key :punching the infprma tion on^ 
cards £or computer print^out. >^ copy of the ques^txonnaimre Is attached 
ait the end of this ireport. 



RESULTS 

The que;;tionnaire was completed by 1:159 Iowa State University 
students. These included 6:14 men and 529 women. The breakdown of 
students by c-Passes was as follows: 3tl freshmen, 287 sophomores, 
2 79 juniors ,= 225 seniors and 42 graduate students. This class breakdown 
was representative of the L974-75 enrollment pattern as was the male- 
femaJe count. 

The data are listed in tabular form. Each question was broken down 
iit response by male, female, and -tptaT.

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■DISCUSSION 

The data concerning Intramural Sports indicated some very interesting 
iresutts. Tabte 1 indicates that a very hig^ age of the students 

surveyed erther participate (or want to pa-w. .pa.te) in the intramural 
program (;85A%)<» This investigator expected a high percentage as the 
Intramural Program at Iowa State involved 6 47o of the male students 
and 557o of the female students in 1973-74, The survey, hovzever, retlfxts 
more par.tlcipation than we recorded last yeax. 

Table 2 ref lects the responses of-^ respondents indicating which

• a.i our par^ticlpants participate regulariy on an annual basis, 
■frequency oC intramurai participation (Table 5^ indicated that most 
re.>pondents participated once per week (32.»37o) while increasing to 
two participations per week decreased the percentage by approximately 
one-haif (16..47o)-. This proved to be true with both the males and 
females. It can be inferred that most participants will participate 
in oniy one intramural sport at any one given time as most teams piay 
one game per v/eek in preliminary play and in the early rounds of play-offs 
A targe numbsr of respondents ^502:^ did not respond to this question. 

Table 6 summatvizes the ^responses to =probabliy the most important 
quesition on= the survey- ^xeaspn^s^^ 'for ^nort taking pa^t ^gv not more 
pa^ticipja=tion^^ in^ Intramural SLpqr^tS:.= The majpv reasom cSSt^d =for nat 
par^acd^pa^ting i^or less .pai^ticiipation^ was confiWic^t with ciass or 
study ^^58.25^^.

poor condition (2^3yo)^ The analyses for males and females indicated 
the same order of conf lacts as was ref lected in the cotal breakdown. 

Participation in co-recreational sports (males participating with 
females) is summarized in Table 7. Most respondents indicated that 
they had participated (35.27,) or would like to participate (36.27o^ in 
co-rec spcrts. A larger percentage of women participated (37.17o^ in 
co-rec sports than the men (^34, 07^) but mpxe men C3_9:.if7o) indijca ted: that 
'they would^ Mke ^to .paiMdLcipate ini 'this -type o f compe^iMii^n cpmpareci to 
the women i^2..=57^j. This iitem ph= cp^riep spor^ts 'backs ^up^our ^pa^tifcipji tipfi^ 
records which show correc ipariticipati^oh increasing faster ^thah other 
segments of the dntfamural iprogxam.

The " other " category woutd primarily be word-of-mouth communication 
among students. The apparent low use of the Intramural iHandbook wi^ll 
necessitate a re-evaluation of our effox^ts in that regard. 

Data on financing of intramural sports at Iowa State is presented 
in Table 9. These data indicate that physical education budget (43.3%) 
and combined funding from physical education budget plus student 
intramural fee (39. 27o) were identified most often. Funding by student 
ac^tivity fee only was selected by few respondents (;17.57o). The men 
and women responded in the same pattern on this item. The most common

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rather strong endorsement of approval for the men's intercollegiate 
athletic program. The response to this same question concerning women's 
athletics elicited the same overall response on the three items. 
However^,= the percentage of respondents that felt the women's program 
was an integral part of the university, educationally and recreationally, 
decreased slightly (6li97o) from the same item concerning men's 
athletics (i70.97o)_. This -decrease can be explained by looking at the 
breakdown of responses of men and women to the i tem. Only 56 .4% of 
the men responded afflrma.tively to this i\tem compared to 69-.87o of the 
women. This indlca^tes 'tha\t some rrien= ^fieel,,, for some Reason, that womefp''s 
athletics are less impo^tarft ^tp ifche "furicitioning of ithe ^universisty ^than^ 
men^^s althle^^ics-. The fiexit two lytems pn^ ^thls same quesL^ipn^ show a^ 
simi^lar pa=ttern= of more men Ifidii^atlng dlsapprpval of wpmerf'^s 3= thirties 
than the women exhibi'tedri

breakdovm fpr men and women on t^^ ques;tipn ^were similar to ^tha t of 
the men except that gyrnnas tics was more ;pppular than wresitling and ice 
hockay^. These da=:ta indicate tha t a^ la^ge iprppor.tipn of the respondents 
in- this situdj^, r^egardless o£ sex,, are very supppr^tiv:^ of IntercoM/egiate 
aithleti'c programs as well as the intramural sppr.ts iprpgram.. 
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The last ttem on the questionnaire concerned other involvements 
in following sports of any type is summarized in Table 13. Watching 
sports on television was indicated by 61. 17o O40.-77o - i hour per week,. 
20, 47a - 5 hours or more per weekO of the respondents. Following spor^ts 
in the newspapers was indicated by 58. L7o (37.07o - L hour per week, 
2%.-lX - 5 hours or more per week) of the respondents whiie 26.97o 
(19.77o - 1 hour per week, 7.27o - 5 hours or more per week) read sports 
oriented magazines regularly. Listening to sports coverage or sports 
oriented radio broadcas ts was indicated by 2eL._07o «17=.37o - 1 hour per 
week,. 3^7% - 5 -hours or mote ,p:er =week^^ of ithe respondents^. The 
=breakdown af rjesppns^s ^or men arvd^o^bmeniiwere simifl/ar except mpLr^ men^

To sunmard^ze the feiTaitedi spqtts interes=t sec=tipn,. it is apparent 
=tha\t the situdents surveyedi at 16\7a^ Sta\te have invoivemenX in^ spAr.ts on 
a number of dilfiferent il^ve^Js. They are invoived^ -diretitiy as iparticir- 
pallets in the intramural; sports iprogram. They a^tsp suppprt int^rcpJ<tegia=te 
sports ^through the ipiirghasing o^ ^tickets as we^M; as f pMtowing aW iever^s 
of sLpor^ts on ^te=l/evisipn:^. ^newspapers;,, inagazlnes and- on ^the radio . This 
indicates tha!t the ^owai Slta^te s:tudent ,par^tSrcipa\ting in= in: tramura^ts ihas 
addoltipnai s^ppr^ts ihteres ts:,^ esp^cial^ with^ intercb:l«legia\te spatts,, and?
